HOUSANDS of Americans are longing to visit Europe to see

the battle fields and to study first-hand the deplorable con- 


ditions which are the legacy of the great war. 
The advice of 


those returning from the distracted lands across the Atlantic is 
to stay at home. 
. 
, , ,. 
The advice is sound. The American tourist is proverbially 


fond of physical comforts. He dislikes to sacrifice his personal 
freedom or to be subjected to petty annoyances. He is used to 
come and go unhampered and resents all restraints of an official 
nature. When he goes out "for a good time" he is accustomed 
to no limitations save those imposed by his own will and his 
pocketbook. 
. 
. 
, . 
For these reasons the American tourist in Europe at this 


stage of the game is doomed to disappointment. 
He will most 


certainly not "have a good time." 
Unless he is on an official 


errand or represents some powerful newspaper or news service 
he is bound to meet with such obstacles to travel that the game, 
for several years to come, will not be worth the candle. 


Railway service thruout Europe is said to be "rotten. ' Rail- 


way passenger service in Europe never as luxurious, never even 
as comfortable as in the United States, has deteriorated until it 
is unbearable to the average American. The trams are slow-and 
few 
It is almost impossible to get baggage properly handled. | 


Travelers are compelled to dismount every few hours and sub- 
mit to personal search and have their baggage overhauled. Too 
frequently this is done, especially if the traveler is an American, 
with insolence and an air of studied insult. 


Custom house officials as "thick as hops" in the old days, 


now abound on every hand and all foreigners are regarded with 
suspicion. The most useless and irksome delays are perpetrated 


' by petty officials every time a frontier is crossed. 
Frequent 


registrations with police authorities are required and in many 
places, even in countries like Belgium, which is supposed to be 
friendly to Americans, the finger prints of Americans are taken. 


• Hotel accommodations are unspeakably bad, food is scarce 


and not well prepared and prices on everything everywhere are 
simply exorbitant. Rooms that travelers formerly got for a 
dollar are now priced at $7-00 and $8.00 a day, especially in the 
vicinity of the great battlefields in France. It is said that it is 
actually cheaper to tour the battlefields of France in an automo- 
bile brot from this country or even to buy a machine abroad 
than to attempt to hire auto service in Paris or in the towns 
nearer the battlefields. 


The truth is that America has taken away and is keeping 


fields, of trade that used to be monopolized by Holland, Ger- 
many, Austria, France and England and all these countries are 
visibly peeved by this situation. Never modest in their dealings 
with American tourists whom they looked upon as veritable 
money bags, they now fleece our travelers without conscience or 
mercy. It seems to be a fixed rule with them to get back from 
America what they can in any way conceivable. 


For one reason or another Americans are unpopular in 


practically every country in Europe. 
Some stand taken by 


President'Wilson; some disappointment in the world markets; 
some fancied grievance against the Yankees during or since the 
war has served to bring Americans into general dislike thruout 
all Europe and the American tourist is sure to see many mani- 
festations of it wherever he goes. 


Undoubtedly this prejudice, which is due partly to fear, 


partly to envy, partly to racial jealousy, will in time vanish and 
Europe will again offer a delightful place for a summer's outing, j Tllp 
but now, say returning travelers, stay away.
